Not less than 200 troopers of the
Thirteenth United States Cuvalry lol
lowed the Villa band Into Mexico. In
this engagoment & corporal, Capt
George Willlams, adjutant of the
Thirteenth Cavalry, wns wounded.

Villa Secn Wounded,

In the fighting Villa is roported to
have been wounded, One report was
that 100 of the Villistas were killed in
the fight, which occurred In a desp
ravine,

The report of the wounding of Villa
wos elreumstantially confirmed by one
of the Mexiean bandits who was taken
prisoner. He sald he was riding ¢lose
o Villa when he was shot and that
Villa nearly foll from the saddle, but
wins supported by his men and aided
in making his escape.

16 Americans Killed.

The casunities of the Thirteenth
Cavalry In the fighting at Columbus
were saven Killed and six wounded,

Villa's total losges In the day's Aght-
Ing were ostimuted In excess of 100
killed and twice as many wounnded,
The American pursult into Mexico was
reported to have accounted for more
thitn 76 Mexleans killed and wounded,
